Upon assuming office, an examination of books and papers dis- 
closed the fact that there were outstanding bills and orders against 
the town to the extent of over $1500.00, making the balance 
against the town over $1500.00 instead of $733.87 as shown in the 
Selectmen’s report. Some of these bills were presented subsequent 
to the closing of accounts, February 15, 1893. 

We have settled these claims and all others of a legitimate na- 
ture which have been presented, and believe the actual indebtedness 
of the town to be $704.95, as stated on page 22 of this report. 

On account of the unfortunate loss by fire of Collector G. C. 
Greeley’s tax book and his subsequent resignation and inability to , 
submit a statement of his affairs, we have been subjected to consid- 
erable trouble and expense in collecting the $1,399.67 which was re- 
ported by Mr. Greeley as uncollected. We have, however, been 
reasonably successful in this, and desire to express our appreciation 
of the aid rendered us by Mr. Greeley in bringing about this result. 

The unusually long list of abatements is to be in part attributed 
to the fact that there have been cases where a doubt existed as to 
whether the tax had or had not been paid. We have exercised our 
judgment in these instances, and have given parties claiming to have 
paid, the benefit of the doubt.

All the schools have been taught thirty-six weeks, except No. 4, 
which was obliged to close one week sooner on account of sickness. 

The teachers, with a few exceptions, have done good work and 
have given satisfaction. Some of them have done superior work and 
we think it well to retain their services evenif we have to pay a little 
higher wages to do so; for a person who has been proven to have an 
aptitude to teach and govern a school is worth much more than one 
who can neither win the affection of her scholars, nor interest them 
in their studies. 

The average attendance will compare favorably with that of 
former years, but there has been too great irregularity of attendance 
on the part of some sch lars which is not only a loss to the children 
themselves, but an injury to the whole school. We consider the par- 
ents to blame for this and would urge them to keep their children in 
school and not allow them to be absent or dismissed except for very 
urgent reasons. Parents should also realize that great harm is done 


r)

to the school when they listen to complaints from their children and 
speak against the teacher in their presence. If any one has com- 
plaints to make, let them be made to the teacher or to the School 
Board, and they will be fairly considered and promptly attended to. 
If is not to be expected that all will be satisfied; for parents whose 
children do as they please at home usually are offended if they can- 
not do as they please in school. We ask the hearty co-operation of 
all parents who are really interested in their children’s welfare and 
would again urge them to visit the schools often and see for them- 
selves what their children are doing there. 

In accordance with the vote of the town, « primary department 
has been maintained at the Centre throughout the year. Although 
the accommodations were small and inconvenient, the school itself 
has been a great success. We were fortunate in being able to place 
this school under the charge of a teacher of experience and ability, 
Mrs. Annie F. Fuller, to whom the credit of the success is due. 
Anyone who visited this school must be impressed with the impor- 
tance of having children started right in their education. 

School house No. 4 has been thoroughly repaired and refurnished 
under the direction of the selectmen. A shed should be built for 
this school and the school rooms in No. 2 and No. 3 should be 
whitened and painted and, at no distant date, new desks should be 
placed in No. 2. When this has been done all our school houses will

be in good condition.
